It seems ironic that a player 
who helped end Northern 
Spirit’s first ever NSL 
finals campaign is now 
trying to help them make 
this year’s finals. 


After a 0-0 draw at North 
Sydney Oval against 
Marconi on the 30h April 
1999, Spirit’s hopes of 
getting anything in the 
return leg at Marconi 
Stadium were dashed when 
they went down 2-1. 


With the score at 0-0 deep 
into first half injury time, a 
corner was met by the head 
of Mike Smith, and his 
goal gave the Stallions a 
lead that they never 
surrendered. 

Less than 2 years later 
Smith is with the Spirit, 
signed by Graham Arnold 
to allow the coach the 
chance to view things from 
the relative comfort of the 
bench, rather than on the 
field. 


“Tt won’t endear myself to 
anyone, but at the time 
scoring against the Spirit in 
that game was one of the 


best moments of my 
career!” says Smith. 
“Although I also played for 
St Johnston in a Scottish 
Cup Semi-final against 
Rangers which was special 
too.” 


Smith’s debut against 
Sydney United was less 
than a memorable one, 
although he did enough in 
his first outing for some 
time to suggest he will be a 
useful acquisition for the 
club. 


“T originally got a phone 
call on the Tuesday before 
the Sydney United game, 
asking me if I'd be 
interested in a move to the 
Spirit. From there it all 
happened 
quite quickly, 
and after a 
number of 
conversations 
on the 
Wednesday I 
signed for the 
club. 

“When we 
went 1-0 up 
against United 


Mike Smith 
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I thought we were looking 
OK, but then gave a soft 
goal away and the heads 
went down. Then we gave 
away another soft goal, and 
with Matt Bingley getting 
sent off it was very 
difficult. 


“For me personally I hadn’t 
played a full game at this 
level for about 7 months, 
and I tired badly in the 
second half. I was fighting 
cramp towards the end and 
found it really hard, plus | 
hadn’t played at sweeper 
before that much either.” 
Despite the loss to United, 
Smith is confident the 
Spirit can turn their season 
around.

“There are lots of good quality players at 
this club, but we need to stop conceding 


silly goals. The guys are lacking in 


confidence after a few defeats and we 
really need to turn it around. If we can get 
some results together we can start moving 
up the table, and getting the fans back, and 


that’s what we all want.” 


Smith spent some eight seasons with 
Marconi, and says that while he was happy 
to stay there he had ‘probably got a bit 


stale.’ 


“Eddie (Krncevic) never pushed me to 
leave - he just did the right thing in telling 
me about the offer from Spirit and then it 


was up to me. Spirit originally 

asked about taking me on loan, 
but he wasn’t keen on that, so I 
ended up signing permanently.” 


Smith’s first NSL club was 
Wollongong, who he joined after 
a short spell with former NSW 
state league side Eastern 
Suburbs. 


“I had two cousins coming out to 
Australia, and I also knew a few 
people out here. One of them 
was Alex Robertson (former 
Blacktown City coach) and he 
helped fix me up with a club out 
here. From there it just all 
seemed to snowball.” 


Smith spent three years with St 
Johnston in Scotland, but a 
dislocated shoulder ruined a 
short spell with Alloa. 


The experienced Smith, who 
turns 32 at the end of April and 
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has played some 150 NSL games, lists a 
number of his former Marconi teammates 
as players that have stood out in his career. 


“Mark Schwarzer was at Marconi when I 


first went there, and obviously Steve 


Corica was a class act too. We also had 
two of the best, and most professional, 


players in the league there as well in 
Dominic Longo and Mark Babic.” 


It’s his own professionalism that saw 
Northern Spirit bring Mike Smith to the 
club, and he should prove a integral part of 
the team as we look to move back up the 


league table.

Northern Spirit suffered its fifth 
consecutive loss in familiar circumstances, 
going down 2-1 to the powerful Sydney 
Olympic side at Belmore Sports Ground 
last Sunday afternoon. ‘ 


It was the third consecutive match that 
Northern Spirit has taken the lead only to 
allow the opposition to hit back almost 
immediately and then snatch the three 


points from under Spirit’s nose. 


_ This time the signs looked positive when 


Gabriel Mendez opened the scoring after 
rounding off a magnificent move to send 
the Spirit into the lead in the 28th minute. 


The goal came after a sustained period 
where Northern Spirit played some 
fantastic football with Ben Burgess 
playing as a loan striker being supported 
by wave after wave of midfield runs from 
Scott Thomas, Matthew Langdon, Craig 
Foster, Mendez and Troy Cranney. 


Two minutes after Mendez struck the 
scores were level after Dylan McAllister 
slotted the ball home from close range 

_ after Spirit players paused after seeing the 
linesman’s flag raised. Referee Gerry 
Connelly later explained the flag had been 


raised to flag a Spirit indiscretion and the 
goal stood. 


Disaster struck soon after when Burgess 
was upended by Scott Baillie and suffered 
ligament damage to his ankle. Spirit took 
Burgess to the sideline for treatment but 
he could not continue and while Daniel 
Watkins was waiting to enter the field 
Pablo Cardozo put Olympic in front with a 
minute left before half time. 

It was a cruel double blow. 

Spirit lacked a litle bite with Burgess off 
the field and it disrupted the game plan of 
looking to the tall striker as a target man.

Spirit had a ray of hope in the 62nd 
minute when Kresimir Marusic was sent 
off for first elbowing Noel Spencer and 
then letting fly with a volley of abuse at 
referee Connelly.

Northern Spirit has taken significant steps 
to ensure there is no repeat of the fan 
disturbance that occurred when Sydney 
United visited North Sydney Oval to take 
on Northern Spirit on Australia Day. 
Since the incident that saw 12 peeple, 11 
of them Sydney United fans, ejected from 
the ground Northern Spirit has received 
reports or had discussions with the NSW 
Police, the Security group that monitors 
behaviour at Northern Spirit matches, 
Soccer Australia and accounts from fans 
at the ground. 

It has also since been discovered through 
discussions with Sydney United officials 
that many of the people ejected from 
North Sydney Oval have previously been 
ejected and banned from Edensor Park, 
Sydney United’s home ground and have 
been branded as “undesirable” by Sydney 
United. 

From those reports and accounts, the 
following actions and procedures have 
been established: 

+ All fans ejected from North Sydney 
Oval will have their name taken by the 
NSW Police and any repeat offenders will 
be banned from North Sydney Oval. 

* More pro-active Police and security 
operations at North Sydney Oval, 
including assigning under-cover Police to 
certain matches. 

* A crackdown on offensive songs 
directed at other groups relating to 
political or cultural issues. 
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A meeting with the Northern Spirit 
Supporters Committee was addressed and 
warned that intimidation of travelling 
supporters by Northern Spirit fans through 
offensive songs, gestures or physical 
confrontations would be severally dealt 
with. 

+ A database of all fans banned from the 
grounds of fellow National Soccer League 
clubs in Sydney will be established to 
ensure fans banned from one ground 
would also be banned from all other NSL 
grounds in Sydney. 

* Liaising with certain clubs to assign 
specific areas of North Sydney Oval for 
away fans. 

If trouble continued with fans of any 
individual club, Northern Spirit would 
work with Soccer Australia to try and 
enforce a ban of that club’s supporters at 
Northern Spirit home games. We 
appreciate that this may discriminate 
against innocent supporters but the safety 
of fans is paramount. 

All operations have been put in place to 
ensure there is no repeat of the scenes that 
saw six flares thrown onto the field and 
into sections of the ground.
